Burrer Makixa.—The Reoue d’ Keono- 
mie Rurale states that, from recent experi- 
ments made by a French farmer, it appears 
that the last milk drawn from the cow con- 
tains ten times more cream and butter than 
the first milk. Hence it follows that if, 
after drawing eight or ten litres of milk 
from a cow, the operation is stopped, and 
about a litre left in the: dugs, nearly one- 
half of the cream and butter is lost, The 
best way of making butter, according to 
the same authority, is to pour cream into a 
linen bag, then to tie it up and put it into 
a hole dug in the ground, which is after- 
wards covered with earth. There it must 
remain for twenty-five hours; after which, 
on being taken out, the cream is found to 
have become quite hard. It is then crush 
ed in a mortar with « wooden pestle, half a 
glass of water being added to separate the 
butter, an operation which does not last 
two minutes. No other system of making 
butter is now employed eitherin Normandy 
or the Berry ; for there not only is a saving 
of time and labor, but a larger quantity of 
butter is got out of the cream, and its 
quality is excellent. Some people put the 
tirst bag in « second one, in order to avoid 
bringing the earth too closely in contact 
with the butter, 


Farrenrxsa Catves.—A sensible practi- 
cal farmer told us the other day that he 
had often noticed that calves would thrive 
better on milk that was not rich in butter, 
than on what was called uncommonly rich 
milk, That is a fact in accordance with 
what we recently stated, that the nutritive 
elements of milk reside chiefly in the eas- 
eine, If you have a cow that 
ticularly rich milk and one that gives 
quality poorer in butter, it is better in 
every way, to feed the calf on the milk of 
the latter, ‘The calf will thrive better and 
you'll get more butter from the mille of 
the first cow,— Mass, Ploughman.

AngloSaxon race, whose upward growth 
seoms commensurate only with the Creator 
in suborning the elements #o lavishly be: 
stowed on man throughout nature ; who by 
skill, onterpriay, per nea, and sober, 
steady, and honest industry, rises above all 
| compotitors, and aif by the force of Inherent 
superiority and power derived from the no- 
bility of his race, soars far away above all 
| other races—they, the other races, #éeeming 
to slide, a8 they do In reality, backwards and 
| gradually fade out of existence, 

Such is the prospect lald ouvfor this coun 
try, And nelther imagiantion nor yislonary 
speculation sedms necesary Lo predict a great 
Ness for the confederated Provinces wamatch 
ed on the continent of Amefica. 

‘These are the reflections forced upon my 
mental vision, while visiting the new capital 
City Ottawa. The noble pile of buildings 
which display the architectural skill aud 
artistic taste, could hardly be erected on a 
site more eligible. The natural beauty of 
the location, which not unlike Rome, has ou 
merous hills and elevations. The winding of 
the River Ottawa, which efter it glidés over 
the Chaudiere Falls, tumbles onwards under 
the Suspension Bridge, almoxt hidden ‘from 
view through its Own mist and nolse, glides 
onward and gradually widens out for more 
than a mile, forming a magnificent bay, 
bounded on the east by the shore bank of 
Lower Canada, and standing prominently 
back in the distance the Chelsea mountains ; 
while on the western bank, whose high bluftk 
ornamented by rich verdure or snow clad, or 
icicled trees, jutting outwards Into the stream 
at various points, as the Ottawa tlows on- 
wards and downwards to the mighty 
Lawrence, and thus united together, flow tc 
the sea ; all affording « rane and pleasing 
prospect, On the higheat of ofe of these 
beautiful bluffs are the Parliamentary and 
Departmental Buildings, visible to the eye 
from summit to base at a distance of six 
miles in every direction.* 

The City of Ovtawa is built on the Upper 
Canada and western bank of the River Otta 
wa. It is divided into ve Lower, Central, 
and Upper Towns, | ‘The Central and Upper 
‘Towns being separated from the Lower Towo 
by the Rideau Canal, which is spanned by « 
bridge. Itisin the central portion of the 
City on a blaff 160 foot high, are erected the 
Government Bulldinga which front westward. 
Standing in front, the observer discovers that 
this immense. pile of masoury, form three 
distinct buildings. The Departmental build- 
ings being separated from the  Parlia- 
ment buildings on vither end a distance of 
800 feet ; the three buildings resembling tliree 
sides of a square, the observer being the 
fourth side, The central or Parliamentary 
building, standing back « distance of 800 feet, 
as above, is the first or master building, and 
with its graceful tower rising from the 
basement, and ini) which is) the grand 
entrance, attains the highest elevation,— 
On either side, and midway between the | 
grand entrance and the ends of the building, 
are two. other, towers, through» which 
are lesser grand entrances Into the body of 
the building. ‘The carved work for the grand 
eutrance is not fu place. — Indeed, the orna- 
mentation for this tower is not finished, La 
this building the immense halls for accom- 
modating the members of theU pper and Lower 
Houses of Parliament ure to be found. The 
Upper’ House or Legislative Counell In the 
western wing, and the Lower louse or Leg 
inlutive Assembly, in the easternmost, Ae the 
visitor enters the ha'l, alter passing through 
the portico and vestibule of the grand en 
trance, the character of the finishings at 
ouce arrest his attention. ‘The ceiling, the 
walls, the pillars, the columns, the carvings, 
the doorways, In fot everything indleates 
that the building js Canadian, in ornament 
tion na well as in atyagture, aod cannot fail 
toimpress the spectator, ‘Lhe Legislative 
Council hall and oifice rooms being sul uo 
finished and the workmen busily engaged, [ 
shall pass tothe Legislative Assembly Hall, 
in the east, which, though still unfinished, is 
in womore advanced state, Passing through 
the ball of the grand entrance, we abserye | 
the carvings, which fo every inetance, fs a 
representation in miniatire of some Canadian 
iy Such as the Wood Pecker, sounding 
away ut the pine or bireh tres. 'ChaMoose Deer, 
with his enormous auton standing in sone |

Impressed with future visions of the scenes 
likely to be enacted while great and impor- 
tant questions are boing discussed in thinvery 
chamber, We leave the spot saddened only by 
the thought that man is mortal, and thns 
Warned that the grandost results of the con 
ception of mon, is dwindled into nothingness, 
We shift the scone and admire and con 
template the works of God. Thus sobered in 
thought at the short lived Prospect for man, 
We leave the spot and ascend the stove spiral 
stairway and reach the balcony of one of the 
towers, take a long, long look at the unrival:

The extended prospect from the Tower of 
the Parliament Building cannot be excelled, 
Tho beautiful and picturesque Inndscape js 
unrivalled, and from this spot might the poet's 
{nxpiration recelve the Icenge of his genius, 
andclothethe mountains, the Valleys, the 
river with its numerous islands, the rafl road 
With Its Iron centaur, and the city Itself just 
ut lils feet, teoming with life and mortality, 
with his imagery. From this spot might be 
dictated the National Anthem iu honor of the 
future greatness of the fature country, whose 
Very outlines may be traced with the imprint 
of stability standing boldly in the, fore: 
erga as the characteristic of our truly no: 
ile race. ‘lo be proud of one’s country ba- 
cause itis great, because its prestige rests 
Upon a secure foundation by the heroic ex- 
ploits of that country’s children ; because of 
the grandeur of ita position amongat the nay 
Hons of the earth, because of its aotrammel: 
led liberty and its upiyersally acknowledged 
superiority, Is not that sort of pride deveri bed 
by our dictionarlesas inordinate self esteem,”

Som FoR THE Grarr.—It is a curions 
fact that very rich and highly manured 
land has rarely produced # grape that 
would yield « high quality of wine —The 
grape that contains the most saccharine 
goatter will make the best wine, and the 
different varieties differ widely in the pro- 
portion of sugar. In Italy and in Sicily the 
very finest and sweetest grapes grow on the 
rocky rubbish of volcanoes, and those that 
grow on loose, rocky soils or along hillsides 
covered with rocks are often the heat,— 
Thesw facts ought to teach us not to select 
the richest soils, and not to stuff them with 
| organic manures, for the grape.—Lechange. 

Grape vines seldom need apy manure, 
except ashes or lime, if the soil is thorough- 
ly cultivated, and all weeds and grass near 
the vines are kept subdued.

been guilty of thik misdemeanor in the 
United States ia perfectly notorious—that 
the United States Government has done

THK AMERICAN GOVERNMENT WILL

Our Norther neighbors are app:

Farm and Garden. 
Seasonable Work in the Garden. 


As spring advances the attention of the | / 
farmer or gardener will naturally be drawn | ¢ 


greatest interest. And as I happened to 
long to that numerous class of Rural 
readers who make Horticulture their study 
and delight, T purpose, as a practical man, 
to offer from time to time, through the 
columns of your paper, such hints or sug- 

eations a8 | hope may prove of sufficient 
interest to commend themselyes to at least 
a few of your large audience, 

Almost the first thing which claims the 
attention of the horticulturist, is the prun- 
ing of his grape vines. Of the different 
modes of pruning the vine, as now prac 
ticed by horticulturists, each us a matter 
of course has its advocates, some preferring 
the long rod, or renewal system, others the 
spur or close pruning, while some adopt an 
intermediate one, Each has its merits, but 
the one which I prefer for garden culture 
1s what may be called, the base and per- 
pendicular or right-angled system—one set 
of branches being trained horizontally, the 
others vertically. As this system of prun- 


peed not enlarge upon il. Sufliceit to say, 
that whatever style is adopted, the work 
should be Shoroughly done. 

As regards the kind of soil for growing 
grapes in, people differ widely. Some 
prefer stiff Clay, like the soil around Cin- 
¢innati; others a gravelly loam, and some 
alluvial soil. The great point, and the one 
essentially to raising a good crop of grapes, 
is to get well ripened, shortjointed wood, 
end whatever soil will produce this in the 

reatest perfection is the one best adapted 
6 grow the vines in. Huaying tried nearly 
all kinds of soil, I would recommend a 
dry, loamy one as best adapted to the pur- 
pose, and if the soil is not naturally dry, it | 
should be made so by a system of drain- 
age, and fertilized with a compost of sods, 
manure, lime, and broken bonea,or, instead 
ofthis, well decomposec barn-yard manure, 

ow is the time to look round among 
fruit trees, currant bushes, &c, Thin out 
all superflous wood and cut back to half 
their length the. shoots of last year’s 
growth from such trees as need it. 

Hot-beds must now be started, because 
we take it for granted that no good farmer 
or gardener would like to forego his(dish of 
ety aaa Without hot-beds it would be 
impossible for his wife or daughters to 
provide those exceedingly palatable dishes 
of early vegetables, which give such a zeat 
to the noonday meal, at a time when the 
weather is yet too culd for them to mature 
out doors, or raise the young and tender 
plants which are to adorn their gardens 
sud door-yards in summer. 

To make a hot-bed, and attend it suc- 
cessfully after it is made, requires some 
degree of skill, yet not more than is easily 
acquired by sny person of intelligence. 
Fresh manure from the stables, should be 
wheeled into some convenient place, where 
it should be thrown into a pile of conical 
form and if dry sprinkled liberally with 
water as the pile is tormed, to promote 
fermentation. In the goures pf & jyeek or 
less the pile will begin to ferment freely, 
and, if the weather is favorable, in ten 
days will be ft to make into beds. In 
doing this the frame must first be measured 
and the bed marked out at. least one foot 
longer every way than the frame; a stake 
should be placed at each corner, and the 
bed built up within the stakes, and as it 

rogresses the manure should be well 
Heatan with the back of the fork to make 
it lay even, but care must be taken not to 
tread it with the feet, as that would cause 
the bed to settle uneyenly, The height of 
the bed when finished, should be about 
three fect behind, and 2} fect in front; this 
will giveit a slight inclination to the 
South. As soon as the bed is made, the 
frame and sashes skould be put on; the 
latter should be raised about an inch be 
hind, The bed should remain in this con- 
dition for a few days, in order to allow the 
rani steam generated by, fermantation of 
the crude manure to escape; by the end 
of this time it will be ready for the soil, 
which Iabould have been previously pre- 
pared for use,

Things » Farmer should not do, 


A farmer should never break up more 
laud than he can cultivate thoroughly; 
half-tilled land ia always growing poorer, 
while well-tilled land is constantly iinproy- 
ing. A thrifty and prudent farmer will 
not devote his sole attention to the im- 

rovement of certain flelda on bis farm, 

sause the land is “easy to work,” and 
let other portions of his flelda go unculti 
vated, and grow nothing but brush, bogs, 
briers and stones, 

A farmer should never have more cattle, 
horses Or other animal atock, than he can 
keep in good order, An {animal in good 
order at the beginning of winter, Is al- 
ready half wintered. Nor should he let 
his cattle cndure the chilling storms of 
winter in an open yard or fleld, whilet a 
few dollars expended inthe way of mak- 
ing comfortable stables would amply repay 
him in saving fodder and » greater amount 
of till, 

A farmer should not be continually bor 
rowing hie neighbor's newspaper, while hy 
can daally saye money enough, by ourtail- 
ing some little extravagance, to subscribe 
and pay for one or more of his own. 

A farmer should never refuse # fair poe 
for anything which he wishes to sell. I 
have known men refuse to take a dollar | 
and a halfior a bushel of corn, and after 
keeping it for five or mx months they were 

mad to get s dollar for it, I bave known 
farmers refuse to take a fair marketable 
price for thelr dairies of butter, and after 
kis ping it three or four months they con- 
cluded to sell it for only two-thirds of the 

»rice which they were first offered. ‘A 
ird inthe hand fs worth twoin the bush,” 

A farmer should not be contepted with 
dilapidated looking fences on his farm, #0 
a to tompt his cattle to become unruly aud 
destroy his crops, while he has plenty of 
opportunities and materials to make or 
keop them in repair Cor, Working Fur 
mer.

Compare the dirtineas of the water In 
which you have washed, when it Js cold, 
without soap, with soap, and warm water, 
You will find the first las hardly 
Temoved any dirt at all, the second & 
little more, and the third a great deal more, 
But hold your hand over a cup of wt water 
fora minute or two, and then by merely 
rubbing with the finger, you will bring off 
flakes of dirt ordirty skin, After a vapor 
hath you may peal your whole gelf clean in 
this way. What I mean is, that by simply 
Washing or sponging with water, you do not 
really clean the skin. ‘Take a rough towel, 
dip one corner in very hot water—if a little 
spirit be added to it it will be more effectual 
and then rub as if you were rubbing’ the 
towel into your skin with your fingers, The 
black flakes which will come off will con- 
vince you that you were not clean before, 
however much soap and water you may have 
used, These flakes are what require remoy- 
ing.

Sudden Death 


Very few of the sudden deaths which are 
eaid to arise from disease of the heart do 
reilly arise from this cause. To ascertain 
the real origin of sudden deaths, an experi- 
ment has been tried in Europe and reported 
toa scientific congress held at Btrasbouy 
Nixty-six cases of sudden:death were made 
the subjects of a thorough’ post mortem ex- 
amination; inthese cases only two were 
found who had died’ from disease of the 
heart. Nine out of sixty-six had died from 
apoplexy, while there were forty-nix cases of 
congestion of the lunge—that is, the lun; 
were 80 full of blood they could not work, 
there not belng room enough for a sufficient 
quantity of airto enter to support life, The 
causes that produce congestion of the lungs 
arée—cold feet, tight clothing, coative bowels; 
sitting still until chilled after being warmed 
with labor or a rapid walk, going too sud. 
denly from a close heated room into the cold 
air, especially after speakfng: und sudden de- 
pressing news operating on the blood. These 
causes of sudden death belug known, an 
avoidance of them ray serve to lengthen 
many valuable lives, which would be other: 
wise be lost,under the verdict of heart com: 
plaint. That disease is supposed to be in- 
evitable and incurable; lence many may 
not take the pains they would to avoid sud 
den death if they knew tt lay in their 
power
